Ceylon's growing dissatisfaction with its trade with Communist 
China may result in the abrogation of the 5-year Sino-Ceylonese 
rice-rubber agreement (1958-62). 


A Soviet military aviation mission was scheduled to have arrived 
in Djakarta recently to assist the Indonesian air force in solving 
maintenance problems with Soviet Bloc aircraft. A series of recent 
aircraft accidents as well as dissatisfaction with Polish helicopters 
evidently precipitated an urgent call for additional Soviet technical 
assistance. 


A Burmese mission is spending the month of October in the USSR, 
East Germany, Hungary, and Poland, purchasing consumer goods for 
delivery no later than December. The purchases will serve the dual 
purpose of helping to liquidate longstanding Bloc credits and of assist- 
ing with the government's campaign to supply the public with the lar- 
gest possible amount of consumer goods before the Burmese election 
planned for 1960. 


Morocco and Communist China have recently concluded a new 
trade agreement which calls for an expansion of trade. The pact 
provides for the export of Moroccan phosphates and trucks in exchange 
for green tea. 


During the period from September 1956 to June 1959, more than 
1,000 academic and about 1, 700 technical students from underdeveloped ' 
countries will have studied in Bloc countries. . During the 1956/57 aca- 
demic year, 75 such academic students were in training in Bloc coun- 
tries, and 2 years later, during the 1958/59 academic year, the num- 
ber rose to 830. 
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
